Crop Bulletin from the 
Weather Bureau, Illinois Section, 
for the Week Ending 


Aug 6, 1900, 


S p r i n gf i e l d , III., Au« 7,1900 


Very warm weather prev ailed most 
of the week thruout the state, and ov er 
the greater part of the state there ha- 
been but little rain. 
The eiTect of the 
dry weather Is beginning to be felt by 
growing crops, but generally no serious 
damage has resulted thus far. 
In a 
few localities good 
rains 
hav e fallen 
and the conditions for growing are e x ­ 
cellent. 
T he week has been v ery fav ­ 
orable for farm work, especially stack­ 
ing and threshing grain. 
Flowing for 
wheat has begun, but in many places 
the ground is too dry 
to plow 
well. 
Corn continues to giv e promise of a 
large av erage crop. 
It is now nearly 
a;l in ear, and the ears are filling nice­ 
ly. 
Thruout most of the state no in­ 
jury appears to hav e resulted from dry 
weather, but in some localities slight 
injury is 
apparent, and 
in 
others 
the 
injury 
is 
considerable. 
Late 
corn 
has 
suffered 
more 
than 
early corn. 
Oats harv est is completed 
and threshing is progressing rapidly. 
T he av erage yield Is large and the 
quality is generally good. Some wheat 
remains unthreshed. 
A fair av erage 
yield of that threshed is reported. The 
first crop of hay is harv ested. The sec­ 
ond crop of clov er appears to be doing 
well. 
Pastures are generally 
good, 
but In some places they are beginning 
to show the elTects of dry 
weather. 
There has been a large yield of rye. 
Stock peas, millet and tobacco are do­ 
ing well. 
Broom corn has been injur­ 
ed considerably by high winds. 
P ot a­ 
toes are a good crop, but are rotting in 
some places, and in others hav e beeu 
badly injured by bugs, which hav e at ­ 
tacked other crops also. 
T he apple 
prospects hav e cot changed materially 
during the 
week. 
There has 
been 
some dropping, but it has not been so 
general as prev iously reported. P e ac h ­ 
es will be a fine crop in some ioealitles, 
but many reporters say that they are 
small and of poor quality, or are rot­ 
ting. 
Plums 
and 
pears 
generally 
promise a good crop.

We often hear the rem ark t ha t we 
hav e no real statesmen now; our public 
men, Senators, Congressmen and others 
are politicians. T ha t is to say. 
They 
are not leaders but ra the r followers of 
the people: are not generally, inde­ 
pendent think ers. They fear to express 
themselv es freely on account of the 
fact that they may utter an unpopular 
thought tha t would not met the a p­ 
prov al of the masses. 
While wo be­ 
liev e this is not true, there is perhaps 
enough in the statement to recall the 
fact that there is now before the A m e r ­ 
ica© people a candidate who is to be 
rejected or endorsed whose particular 
characteristic 
is 
independence 
in 
thought ami great freedom in u tte r­ 
ance. We refer to the Republican ca n­ 
didate for 
Vice-President, Theodore 
Roosev elt. Leading politicians express­ 
ed a doubt as to his av aiiibility for the 
reason tha t ho might in the campaign 
utter a thought tha t might be unpopu­ 
lar tho truthful. 
To ev ery lov er of 
real rnanhoon and honesty this is the 
v ery reason that Mr, Roosev elt is just 
the man we want as a leader. 
W e ail 
admire independence, pluck and b ra v ­ 
ery. 
By the way, Mrs. Maude Ballington 
Booth, in her recent lecture before the 
Assembly on “ T he Lights and S had 
OWH of Prison Life,” in an unpolitical 
way paid a deserv ed tribute to T he o­ 
dore Roosev elt’s independent spirit and 
lov e of justice in one of the incidents 
she related. 
In illustration of her proposition that 
one of the shadows of prison life tha t 
is projected into the prisoner’s future 
Is the often unjust suspicion, am ount­ 
ing often to condemnation and re -incar­ 
ceration for crimes of which he is in­ 
nocent, and almost entirely block ing 
the road to reform, she related sev eral 
incidents which had come under her 
observ ation. 
One was tha t of a young 
man, scarcely more than a boy, a street 
waif who had spent much of his life in 
prison. 
W hile there, some years ago, 
through her sympathetic and tactful 
prison work , he met with tha t entire 
change of 
purpose which 
amounts 
to a change of nature, aud which is 
v ariously termed conv ersion, the new 
birth, etc. 
lie came out an entirely 
different m a n—no oath any longer sul­ 
lied his lips, no lie black ened his con­ 
science and his lingers were no longer 
wedded to theft. 
For week s he sought 
honest employment, and at last hav ing 
found, it prov ed himself worthy of the 
confidence of his employer. But a theft 
was committed—a cheap watch was 
stolen in the neighborhood, and the 
detectiv es, 
k nowing 
this boy’s past 
career, by the most tlimsy circum stan­ 
tial ev idence fastened the crime upon 
him. 
Mrs. Booth secured affidav its of his 
good cha rac te r from the time of his 
conv ersion, from prison warden, from 
his employer and a number of others, 
which was olTered in rebuttal, but all 
her ev idence was ruled out by the judge 
as irrelav ent and the prosecutiou so 
work ed upon the jury as to secure a 10 
years sentence. 
In prison the boy’s r e ­ 
cord was such as to secure the highest 
commendation of the prison authorities 
After three years his health 
av e wav 
and the prison hospital physician said 
he would not liv e to serv e out his sen­ 
tence. “ Then, '-¡aid Mrs. Booth,“ k now* 
ing that we had a gov ernor who 
was 
fearless of public opinion and dared to 
uut from a pure sense of justice, in 
a 
human spirit and without prejudice, ( 
gathered my ev idence and laid it with 
the records of the court before him. 
and ask ed and soeeiv ed of Gov ernor 
Roosev elt the freedom of my boy: and 
today he is one of the staunchest, tru ­ 
est Christians and noblest work ers in 
the rank s of thu “ Volunteers of A m er­ 
ica.’’ „As Mrs. Booth mentioned the 
name of Gov ernor Roosev elt, the v ast 
aud crowded auditorium rang with ap­ 
plause.

Prof. Vincent's second lectu re was 
on "Emerson, the Man." 
If a dozen 
thou ghtfu l and well read men were 
asked to name the most, praiseworthy 
au d characteristic recognized man of 
letters, they wou ld 
answer, 
" E m e r ­ 
son," each answering from a radically 
different standpoint. 
Emerson is in­ 
definable. A man satisfied to write the 
tru th with which he was inspired au d 
let it find lodgment in the hearts of 
those ready 10 receiv e it. 
Emerson 
was not commonly called a philosopher, 
in the sense tha t he has a sy stem of 
thou ght and adhered to it, he was a 
philosopher. As a poet, tie is careless 
of rhy me. 
He was notja scholar in the 
technical sense, 
althou gh he added 
thirteen or fou rteen v olu mes to ou r 
literatu re. 
He is a scholar, 
how­ 
ev er, 
in the sense 
tha t 
S ha k e s­ 
peare, Carly le and Goethe are. 
He 
cou ld not appropriately be called a 
propbet. 
The g re at feeling toward 
Emerson by the world is one of lov e 
He was eminently a man of letters. He 
was a man of ¡thou ght, and one who 
cou ld apply thou ghts to himself. 
No 
man can escape from his ancestors, 
it 
is a du ty to stu dy ou r ancestors. E m er­ 
son believ ed in heredity in a general 
sense, and he had a personal pa r e nt­ 
age of which he did not need to be 
ashamed; for the stock of which he 
came was of the stu rdy , honest y eo­ 
manry of the olien times. 
Ralph W aldo Emerson was 
born 
May 5, 1803. 
He entered the primary 
school at three ansi a half y ears of age, 
the high school at ten and H arv ard 
Univ ersity at fou rteen. 
He had a 
lov ely disposition. 
After gradu ating 
and before entering the Theological 
Seminary , 
he became 
assistau t 
in 
a school for y ou ng ladies at the age of 
eighteen. 
Emerson’s sermons were 
plain au d u nconv entional. 
He was as­ 
sistant pastor of a prominent Boston 
chu rch at the age of twenty -six . 
He 
made the things of religion as plain 
and simple as those of the street. 
He 
dou bted the righteou sness of pu blic 
pray ers, believ ing tha t they shou ld be 
spontaneou s. 
He did not think the 
sacram ent of the Lord’s Su pper a rig ht 
to be celebrated time and again. 
So 
u nu su al wore his v iews tha t some be­ 
liev ed him to be insane. 
F a the r T a y ­ 
lor said of him tha t he was more like 
Christ than any man he knew. 
Some 
of his opponents said tha t ho was going 
straight to the place of eternal pu nish­ 
ment, whereu pon Tay lor 
remarked 
that if Emerson went to hell he wou ld 
change the climate and 
immigration 
wou ld set in tha t way . 
T he books of 
Emerson especially desirable to be 
read are two v olu mes of Essay s, Con 
du ct of Life, Representativ e Men, and 
English 
Traits. 
Emerson 
loosed 
like a farmer. 
Ho had a v ery large 
nose and stooping 
shou lders. 
He 
alway s read his lectu res, and nev er a t ­ 
tempted bu t once In his life to speak 
withou t notes, and tha t was a failu re. 
He was the most steadily su ccessfu l 
lectu rer in America. 
His memory 
failed early , and he cou ld not re m e m ­ 
ber the names of his most intimate 
frieu ds, 
aitho he remembered their 
personality . 
So great was his modesty 
tha t when he was met by a crowd of 
admiring friends on his retu rn from 
Eu rope, he cou ld not realize t ha t they 
had come for the pu rpose of doing him 
honor 
At 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
Mr. 
Palmer, m anager of the African Boy 3* 
Choir, introdu ced his boy s in a few ex ­ 
planatory remarks which were v ery 
interesting and instru ctiv e. 
They are 
certainly v ery rem arkable and u niqu e, 
and are a liv ing argu m ent of 
what 
patence and skill can accomplish in the 
training of the lower African races. 
T here are fiv e of these boy s, re pre­ 
senting fiv e distinct tribes of the A fri­ 
can race. 
Their v ery fantastic cos­ 
tu mes are ra the r feminine in a ppe a r­ 
ance. 
They are mere boy s, the y ou ng­ 
est being between eight and nine y ears 
of age. 
T he ir v oices are beau tifu lly 
modu lated, their tones are pu re and 
they delighted all with their beau tifu l 
singing. 
They hav e been u nder the 
charge of Mr. P alm er and his assistant 
from two and a half to sev en y ears. 
Their first nu mber was a selection by 
the choir in English, "Fu lfil thy P r om ­ 
ises, O Lord of Hosts,” followed by a 
solo, " T he C hildren’s 
Hope," 
trio, 
"T he (Owls and the Mice," solo, “ Mas- 
aa's in deCold, Cold Grou nd,” and " H i 
Diddle Diddle.” 
In the afternoon at 4 :30 Mrs. Mary 
Drew Wilson, assisted by Mrs, Lu ona 
Adeie Bu ss of Clinton, fa,, gav e a v ery 
pleasing recital in C hau tau qu a Hall. 
Mrs. Wilson is president of the Wilson 
School of Oratory of Siou x City , Iowa, 
the leading school of oratory in tha t 
city . 
She is olficial teacher of oratory 
at. the Assembly this y ear, and has fa­ 
v ored its nu merou s v isitors with a nu m ­ 
ber of fine readings, prov ing herself to 
be master of the different branches of 
elocu tionary art. 
Owing to the in­ 
tense heat, she has been u nable to or­ 
ganize a class in oratory as wa3 her in­ 
tention, bu t has a nu mber of priv ate 
pu pils to whom she giv es instru ction 
at the hotel. 
The piano solos of Mrs. 
Bu ss added mu ch to the program nnd 
w erefu .y appreciated by ta e large 


au dience present. 
She certainly is 
an ex cellent pianist. 
T he Grand Concert at 8 o'clock last 
night was the most largely attended 
entertainment giv en at this y ear's As­ 
sembly , and y esterday 
1 he big day 
thu s far of the season. 
The African 
Boy s gav e fou r 
selections and the 
Henderson Shoe Factory Band of Dix ­ 
on, 111., gav e “ T he B arbe r of Sev ille.” 
T here was an impersonation of " R ip 
Van WinKle” by Chas. F. Underhill, a 
v ocal solo with accompaniment by the 
band. " T he Nation's G u a rd ,” by 
Miss 
Sammls, who responded to an encore, 
and "T w ittering Birds," by the H end­ 
erson Shoe Factory Band.
